Bias Cited 
in Draft 
Lottery

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


nation's first post-World War II 
draft lottery was designed to as- 
sure that "each man has an 
equal chance of being selected 
first, selected second, or not se- 
lected at all," Defense Secre- 
tary Melvin Laird said last No- 
vember. 


But the final tabulation shows 


that men born in the last half of 
the year—and especially those 
born in November and Decem- 
ber—bore a heavier draft bur- 
den 
than 
individuals whose 


birthdays fell in the first six cal- 
endar months. 


The results became 
known 


Thursday 
after 
it 
was 
an- 


nounced that men in the 1970 
draft pool whose draft numbers 
are 
196 or higher probably 


would escape induction into the 
armed forces. 


The 366 days of the year were 


ranked in order as pulled from 
the bowl last Dec. 1. The dates 
were matched with a regis- 
trant's birthday to determine 
the order of call. 


Critics 
have 
charged 
the 


drawing was biased against the 
last six months of the year. 
They said the capsules contain- 
ing the dates were insufficiently 
mixed before being drawn from 
the bowl. 


Distributed

would mean that 16 or 17 of the 
30 or 31 days in each month (15 
or 16 days in February) should 
correspond to draftable num- 
bers. 


A breakdown of the December 


lottery, however, discloses the 
drawing assigned numbers be- 
low 195 to: 


—26 of the 31 days in Decem- 


ber. 


—22 of the 30 days of Novem- 


ber. 


—19 of the 30 days in Septem- 


ber; 19 of August's 31 days; and 
18 of the 31 in July. 


Lottery numbers under 195 


went to no more than 14 birth- 
days in any of the first six 
months, with a low of only 10 
vulnerable days in March. 


For its second lottery, held 


last July 1, the Selective Service 
devised a complex procedure to 
ensure random mixing at every 
step. 


The results, assigning num- 


bers to men who turn 19 during 
1970, have not been challenged. 


The second lottery also shows 


wide variations, but the highs 
and lows do not appear to clus- 
ter in any regular pattern. 


There has been no estimate 


how many men will be drafted 
in 1971 or how high up the list 
the draft may reach next year. 


But if 195 were taken as the 


hypothetic-al ceiling, November 
would only have 18 low-num- 
bered 
days 
and 
December 


would have 17. 


A breakdown of the remaining 


months in the second lottery us-

Railroads 
Must Have 
Tax Dollars 
WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


U.S. railroad system could col- 
lapse unless taxpayers prop it 
up with billions of dollars, the 
former chief financial officers 
for the Penn Central has testi- 
fied. 


David C. Bevan told a Senate 


subcommittee 
Thursday 
that 


billions would be required to 
modernize 
the 
nation's 
rail- 


roads. 


He made the statement Thurs- 


day as the Penn Central Co. re- 
ported it lost $123 million in the 
first half of 1970. Its rail opera- 
tions reported a $141.fi million 
deficit. 


The $123 million loss contrast- 


ed with a $26.4 million profit 
during the same period 
last 


year. Freight and passenger 
revenues climbed nearly 5 per 
cent, but expenses soared al- 
most 10 per cent, the railroad 
said. 


Sen. Vance Hartke. D-Ind., 


chairman of the Senate subcom- 
mittee, asked if the days of the 
railroad 
empire 
were 
num- 


bered. 


"I think it's a possibility, un- 


less a program is worked out 
very rapidly," Bevan replied. 


The .subcommittee is investi- 


gating government loan guaran- 
tees for the railroads. 


The Nixon administration was 


arranging a $200 million loan 
guarantee for the Penn Central 
earlier this summer but the pro- 
posal was dropped abruptly. 


Bevan served as chief finan- 


cial officer of the Penn Central 
--the nation's largest railroad 
—until it filed a petition 
to 


reorganize under the bankrupt- 
cy laws June 21. The railroad is

CHICAGO (AP) — Congress 


holds the important key to the 
proposed merger of the two ma- 
jor professional basketball cir- 
cuits and apparently the door to 
that route won't be opened for 
at least another year. 


Walter Kennedy, commission- 


er of the National Basketball 
Association, 
said 
Thursday 


there is little chance this year 
for legislation which would al- 
low merger with the American 
Basketball Association, without 
anti-trust complications. 


"I do not contemplate that we 


will be able to get legislation 
acted upon during this session 
of Congress," Kennedy said aft- 
er a meeting with NBA owners. 
"This is an election year which 
means a short term ... for con- 
gressmen up for re-election." 


Kennedy said a bill similar to 


one which allowed the American 
and National football leagues to 
combine has been "roughed out" 
but is not ready to be intro- 
duced. 


The 
two 
pro 
basketball 


leagues have been engaged in an 
expensive contest for talent and 
progress 
toward 
a 
solution 


through merger was blocked by 
a New York court order issued 
at the instance of the NBA 
Players Association. 


Presumably, congressional ac- 


tion exempting the leagues from 
anti-trust provisions would re- 
solve the players' suit. 


In addition to outside road- 


blocks, the NBA owners have 
yet to vote in favor of merging. 
They did vote to seek an anti- 
trust exemption bill, but reports 
persist that some owners are op- 
posed to combining with the 
ABA. 


In the meantime, Kennedy 


sees no halt to the costly con- 
test for top players.

the format 
of the 


league's All-Star game, to be 
played Jan. 12 in San Diego. 


With the addition of three new 


clubs—Cleveland, Portland and 
Buffalo—the All-Star squad will 
consist of 14 instead of 12 play- 
ers from each of the league's 
two conferences. Each club 
must have at least one, but no 
more than three, players on the 
All-Star teams. 


A committee of sports re- 


porters will select the first eight 
players on each All-Star squad 
and coaches will choose the re- 
mainder. 


The owners put off for a 


month determining the setup for 
postseason playoff games. Ken- 
nedy said the next meeting 
would be in mid-September, 
probably on the West Coast. 


Kennedy said the owners also 


heard a report on negotiations 
with the NBA Players Associa- 
tion, which have centered on 
minimum salary, disposition of 
playoff pool money and per 
diem player expenses. 


"The owners feel encouraged 


by negotiations carried on so 
far 
this summer," Kennedy 


said, "which leads me to believe 
that the two groups will have to- 
tal agreement within a short 
time." 


He also said that 28 games

Q—We have installed a 


water softener in our home 
because the well water we 
use is very hard. Is there 
any harm in drinking the 
softened water? 


A—No. Since there have 


been conflicting r e p o r t s 
about whether drinking hard 
or soft water is more harm- 
ful, I doubt that this factor 
alone is very important. 


Q—I know that chlorine is 


added to water to purify it 
but how much chlorine can 
the body take without harm? 


A—Much of the chlorine 


added to your water supply 
is used up in the purification 
process. The U.S. Public 
Health Service recommends 
that enough be added so that 
at the end of three hours of 
treatment the residual chlo- 
rine in the water is two parts 
per million and most of that 
escapes before the water 
reaches your 
table. 
Far 


greater quantities than are 
used to purify the water 
could be used without any 


effect. Most of the 
that enters your 


body does so in the form of 
common salt. 


Q— I have used an intra- 


uterine loop for five years. I 
read recently that it could 
perforate the uterus. What 
do you think? 


A—Although 
perforations 


have occurred, 
they 
are 


rare— about one in 2,000 in- 
sertions. 
This method of 


family planning has many 
advantages, so pick a good 
doctor to perform the in- 
sertion and continue to have 
routine checks twice a year. 


Q— I am a woman, 25, and 


am taking Valium for nerv- 
ous tension. What are its 
side effects? Is it habit- 
forming? 


A— The side effects include 


drowsiness, m e n t a l con- 
fusion, iaundice, dizziness, 
fatigue, blurred vision, head- 
ache and nausea. It is not 
habit-forming, but after pro- 
longed use it must be with- 
drawn gradually. It should 
not be taken by anyone who 
has glaucoma or is pregnant.

LIMA, Peru (AP) - Two 


white women stood in the light 
of their campfire in a jungle 
clearing when a pair of partly 
clothed Indians burst from the 
trees and stood facing them. 


"Don't kill me," were the first 


words spoken. They came not 
from the lips of the two Ameri- 
can women, but from the intrud- 
ing Indians, members of a prim- 
itive, hostile tribe known as the 
Mayorunas. 


The encounter 
represented 


success in a patient 15-year 
search conducted by various of 
the American missionaries who 
operate the Summer Linguistics 
Institute at Yarinacocha, some 
500 miles northeast of Lima. 


Unarmed 
and unprotected, 


the two who are believed to be 
the first white women to make 
contact with the Mayorunas are 
Harriet Field, 42, Liberty, Ind.. 
and Hattie Knceland, 28, Kirks- 
ville, Mo., and Bethel, Maine, 


Harriet had been searching 


for the Mayorunas virtually 
since her arrival here in 1959, 
when she joined in work begun 
by others four years earlier. She 
later was joined by Hattie. The 
two had nearly given up hope 
when they finally were put on a 
correct trail to the Mayorunas. 


The Mayorunas are sernino- 


madic, and live on fruit, fish 
and small wild animals. Their 
weapons are the spear, club and 
shield. 


They are short—about 5 feet 


4—wiry, with light-brown skin 
and black hair. Some wore only 
a shirt, some only a pair of un- 
dershorts and others only the 
white cloth band, about two 
inches wide, which most of the 
Indians had around their head. 


The women's goal is to learn 


the language of the Mayorunas 
so they can be taught Spanish, 
and helped to enter into Peru- 
vian society. 


Harriett recalled that the first 


clues 
about 
the Mayorunas 


came in 1963, when a youth in- 
jured in a tribal battle was 
brought to a hospital in Iquitos, 
and she spent much time talk- 
ing with him, analyzing his lan- 
guage. 


Later leads came 
from a 


woman and a boy who had been' 
prisoners of the tribe and es- 
caped, spending four months at 
the Language Institute. In 1965, 
an injured Mayorunan youth 
found by the Peruvian army 
also spent 18 months there. 


When he left, he said he would 


try to get the tribe to agree to a 
visit by white missionaries. A 
missionary pilot, Ron Snell, Elk- 
hart, Ind., later reported seeing 
what appeared to be the youth 
with a group of Mayorunas. 


However, the "jungle grape-

vine" eventually brought word 
the youth had been killed by an 
uncle who feared the boy would 
bring whites into their territory. 


"This news convinced us to go 


to where the pilot had spotted 
the group," Harriet said. "With 
a dog for company, we took off 
on a path through the jungle." 


Snell flew over the two women 


occasionally, dropping food sup- 
plies. Deep in the jungle, the 
two women camped on a clear- 
ing big enough for the plane to 
land. From his plane, Snell spot- 
ted a group of Mayorunas not 
far away. On foot, the mission- 
aries used portable loud speak- 
ers, urging the Indians to ap- 
proach. Nothing happened. 


"We washed up in the river 


and at nightfall, prepared to go 
to sleep when we heard some 
cries and two Indians in loin- 
cloths appeared." Harriet said 
during a recent interview in 
Lima. 


Next day, two more Mayoru- 


nas appeared at the clearing, 
and on the following day, six 
others arrived and began In- 
specting the missionaries' be- 
longings. 


The Mayorunas took the mis- 


sionaries to a village deep in the 
jungle which gave the women 
an opportunity to study the 
Mayoruna language and cul- 
ture.

D-Ark., called the situation in- 
tolerable and said Thursday it 
may result "in a confrontation 
between the legislative and judi- 
ciary branches of the govern- 
ment." 


The U.S. Court of Appeals in 


the District of Columbia issued 
a preliminary injunction bar- 
ring the committee from forcing 
Thomas W. Sanders of Berke- 
ley, Calif., to testify in a probe 
of terror bombing. 


The committee sought to 


question Sanders about his al- 
leged connection with 


bomb-making instructions. 


Sanders' 
lawyers 
contend 


forcing Sanders to testify about 
the articles would violate the 
guarantee of freedom of the 
press. A hearing on the restrain- 
ing order is scheduled Monday. 


McClellan said the subcom- 


mittee investigation has painted 
a grim picture of a wave of ter- 
rorism that he said threatens 
the nation's security. He listed 
more than 5,000 bombings in the 
last 18 months which killed 43 
persons and caused more than 
$25 million In damage. 


"These statistics call upon us 


to act swiftly and forcefully to 
bring abruptly to a halt the sav- 
age assaults upon our system of 
law and order," McClellan said. 
"We must act, or we will fall 
victim to the mob."

The Press Sheds Light 


The news media has been 


undergoing harsh criticism 
recently so it's refreshing to note 
one staunch defender among 
public officials in Washington. 


We concur with the remarks of 


Kenneth A. Cox, a member of the 
Federal 
Communications 


Commission, who reminded a 
New Orleans audience 
that 


"the news media have not 
caused the war or created 
poverty. They are performing a 
vital function by throwing light 
on these problem areas." 


Cox said that "those who at- 


tack 
the news media 
for 


reporting bad news undermine 
freedom and resemble young 
critics they often criticize." He 
deplored what he called "broad 
attacks" 
and 
"broad 


statements" by critics of news 
media. He said that there is some 
validity in Vice-president Spiro 
Agnew's charges, "but basically 
I think it is very dangerous for 
high goverment officials to make 
such broad statements." 


Cox is right. It would be 


ridiculous to claim that the press 
is perfect or that it should be 
exempt from any criticism. 
Newspapers are as different as 
the individuals who operate them 
and individuals who make no 
mistakes seldom accomplish 
anything worthwile. 


But, critics should be aware of 


the fact that when they make 
broad and often baseless attacks 
upon the news media, they are in 
effect attacking their own in- 
terests and the public's right to 
information. 
So 
far 
as 


newspapers are concerned, 
when it comes to both good and 
bad news, never before have 
readers had access to so much 
information. - Houston (tex.)

the photograph while cross-ex- 
amining Mrs. Kasabian, the 
state's star witness. 


Kanarek was asking what 


Mrs. 
Kasabian had seen when 


she looked into a window of 
Miss Tale's home. 


"I show you ..." said Kana- 


rek as he flashed the photo in 
front of Mrs. Kasabian. He got 
no further. The witness recoiled, 
shifting in her chair and turning 
her head away. Then she broke 
down. 


The picture showed the blonde 


Miss Talc wearing bikini pants 
and a bra, lying on the living 
room floor in front of the couch. 
The prosecution said the angle 
of the picture was meant to 
show her 16 stab wounds. 


The photo, part of material 


the prosecution said It planned 
to present later, had not been 
entered fcn evidence. A prostecu* 
tor told newsmen he had not 
shown the photo to Mrs. Kasa- 
bian because "she is a sensitive 
girl" and there was no reason to 
do so because the state says she 
never entered the house where 
Miss Tale's body was found. 


Attorneys for Mrs. Kasabian, 


21-year-old mother of two, pro- 
tested to the judge. In a confer- 
ence with defense attorneys and

chambers, 
Goldman 
alleged 


that Kanarek had no question to 
ask relating to the picture, but 
"did it for no other purpose than 
to cause my client serious dis- 
tress."

Russia Signs 
Treaty With 
W.Germany

MOSCOW (AP) — The Soviet 


and West German foreign min- 
isters today initialled a new 
nonaggression treaty in which 
West Germany for the first time 
accepts the postwar loss of east- 
ern German territory to Poland 
and the Soviet Union. 


Chancellor Willy Brandt hopes 


the pact will open the way to 
improved relations with other 
nations of the Soviet bloc as 
well as with the Soviet Union. 


German sources said the trea- 


ty is primarily an acceptance of 
the realities that have existed in 
Eastern 
Europe 
for 
many 


years. They said the real signifi- 
cance of the pact can only be 
measured by the future develop- 
ment of relations between Bonn 
and Moscow. 


West German Foreign Minis- 


ter Walter Scheel and Soviet 
Foreign Minister Andrei Gro- 
myko put their initials to the 
treaty and exchanged toasts 
during a 45-minute ceremony at 
the Spiridonov reception house. 
The two ministers had agreed 
on the text Thursday night after 
11 days of negotiations in Mos- 
cow. 


The treaty will be submitted 


Saturday to the West German 
Cabinet in Bonn, but there was 
no indication when it will be 
signed. Nor was it known when 
the text would be made public. 


The treaty is a revision of a 


preliminary draft worked out by 
Gromyko and Egon Bahr, a spe- 
cial envoy from Brandt, in five 
months of talks that began last 
January. The pact is the key- 
stone of Brandt's Ostpolitik, the 
policy of building new bridges of 
understanding 
between 
Bonn 


and Communist East Europe.

prsidential commission recom- 
mended it, and more than one 
year after the legislation was in- 
troduced, Congress sent Thurs- 
day to President Nixon a bill 
creating an independent U.S. 
Postal Service. 


The White House hailed the 


occasion as "a landmark day 
and a landmark piece of legisla- 
tion for users of the postal serv- 
ice and postal workers" and 
said Nixon would sign the meas- 
ure next week. 


It provides for establishment 


of the corporate-like federal 
agency within a year and a ret- 
roactive 8 per cent pay hike for 
postal workers. It also makes 
likely an increase in first class 
postage rates—from the six-cent 
to an eight-cent stamp—early 
next year. 


The new Postal Service will 


be run by a nine-man, presiden- 
tially-appointed board of gover- 
nors who will select a postmas- 
ter general and deputy postmas- 
ter general. 


Rates will be set not by Con- 


gress as for the past 181 years, 
but by a five-member rate com- 
mission with the approval of the 
board of governors.

District to consider a proposal to 
construct a water line from 
Millwood Dam to Mope. The 
request is for the water district 
to submit a proposal for water 
delivered to the city, with the 
water

pumping 


equipment to be financed and 
operated by the water district, 
with Hope paying 
for the 


delivered water. If the pipeline 
can be developed by the South- 
west Arkansas Water District, 
the City of Hope would build a 
treating plant and install the 
necessary distribution lines and 
additional storage inside the 
city. 


The Water and Light Com- 


mission 
had 
studied 
an 


engineering report on the cost of 
building the pipe line, treating, 
storage and distribution lines 
which showed an estimated cost 
of around 6 million dollars.

revenue bonds. Their finance 
plan assumed that the city would 
be able to get half the cost 
through federal aid.
